HARJUSBURG, Oct. 31— Pennsyl- 


vania's bituminous mines in 1920 pro- 
duced a total of 157,700,400 tons ot 
soft coal, Tallied at the mines at ?556,- 
844,400, according 
to preliminary 


figures on the bituminous industry 
made public today by Secretary of 
Internal Affairs James F. 'Woodward. 


The production last jear was Ap- 


proximately 20,000,000 tons more than 
In 1919 whan 1S7,C5£,500 tons was 
produced. The value of the produc- 
tion at the mines in 1919 was 5327,- 
175.100. 


The 3,358 mines which were report- 


ed to the bureau of statistics and in- 
formation of the Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Internal Affairs for 1920, 
gave employment to 159,423 persons- 
while In 1919 the employes numbered 
153,207. 
OI the persons engaged in 


the bituminous industry In 1920, for- 
eigners led all other classes with a 
total of 88,828 
Americans colored 


totalled 4,490. Included in th.e army 
of bituminous mine workers were 50 
•women, who were credited to the 
mine fields in Washington, Indiana, 
Greene, Fayette, Cloarfield and Alle- 
gheny counties. Included in -the total 
number of employes also were 236 
leys under the age of sixteen years. 
In 1919 there were 176 boys under 
the age of sixteen years and 31 wo- 
men engaged in the industry. 


Bituminous mine workers were paid 


a total wage in 1920 amounting to 
(289,657,500, all but J62.000 ot which 
•went to mala employes. In 1919 the 
total pay roll in the bituminous 
fields .amounted to 5196,084,700. 


Fayette county was the greatest 


producer of bituminous coal, both as 
to quantity and value, in 1920, accord- 
ing to Secretary Woodward's recorfls. 
There was produced in Payette Jast 
year a. total of 32,908,300 tons having 
a value of ?88,980,700. Westmoreland 
county was second in quantity with a 
tonnage of 22,933,000, and third in 
valuo with 180,032700. 
Washington 


county stood third in quantity prq- 
ductfon 
with 22,575,700 tons, and 


second in value with ?S2,300,800 


In Payette countv 24,336 _ persons 


were employed in the mines, the wages 
aggregating J47.305 500. 


Of the 26 counties out of the 67 in 


the state in whlcb bituminous coal 
was mined in 1029, the low water 
mark was strucm in Venago count} 
where only 300 tons, worth $1,400 
were mined. 


In Somerset cointr the tonnage

According to reports received ty 


the United States Bureau ot Mines 
from the various state mine inspec- 
tors, 152 men were killed during Sep- 
tember in and about the coal mines of 
the country, as compared with 197 
killed in the corresponding month in 
1920. 
The 1921 figures show a de- 


crease of 45 fatalities, or about 23 
[per cent, fromthffrecordof the same 
month of last year. Based upon an 
estimated output of 42,229,000 short 
tons in September, 1921, the fatality 
rate is- 3.60 per million tons produced 
The corresponding rate for September 
last year was 3 66 ancj the production 
of coal was 53,810,000 The produc- 
tion of coal during September, 1921, 
represents a decrease of 22 per cent. 


The average number of lives lost 


during September of each year from 
1913 to 1920 has been 189. The pro- 
duction of coal has averaged 51,886- 
000 tons, showing a fatality rate of 
3.64 per million tons as representative 
of the month ot September for the 
past eight years. 


During the first nine months of the 


present Tear 1,455 men have been kill- 
ed by accidents at coal mines, against 
1,686 killed during the corresponding 
months of 1920,.a decrease of 231 fa- 
talities, or 14 per cent- The output 
of coal for the same months ivas 362- 
800,000 short tons in 1921 and 473,100- 
000 tons in 1920, a decrease during the 
present yeaitot 110,300,000 tons, or 23 
per cent. The figures represent a fa- 
tality rate of 4.01 per million tons 
mined in 1921 and 3 56 per million 
tons mined in 1&20 


Of the total ot 152 fatalities during 


September, 30 occurred at the bitum- 
inous coal mines in Pennsylvania, a 
decrease of 15 from September a year 
ago, 25 in West Viiglnla, a decrease 
ot si\; 14 in Illinois, a reduction of 
three, six in Kentucky, a reduction of 
eight, five in Ohio, a reduction of 13^ 
fixe in Alabama, a reduction of four; 
three in Indiana, a reduction ot 12 
At the anthracite mines in Pennsylva- 
nia 41 men -were killed, ai, against 20 
during September of last year.
